Supervisors  have  concerns  over  legal  ads 

November  ballot  initiative  would  open  contracts  to  competition

The  SF  Board  of  Supervisors 
has  expressed  concern  about  two 
publications,  the  SF  Independent 
and  SF  Examiner,  seeking  con¬ 
tracts  for  the  city’s  two  types  of 
legal  advertising.  The  two  publi¬ 
cations  are  owned  by  the  politi¬ 
cally-connected  Fang  family. 

The  supervisors  are  concerned 
that  the  Independent  is  violating 
the  conditions  of  its  current  con¬ 
tract  and  that  the  publication  has 
excessively  raised  prices  due  to  a 
lack  of  competition  for  the  lucra¬ 
tive  contract. 

They  are  also  concerned  that 
the  Examiner  is  trying  to  do  an 
end-run  around  a  city  law  that  re¬ 
quires  the  publication  to  be  print¬ 
ed  in  San  Francisco. 

The  City  pays  for  two  types  of 
advertising.  Type  1  advertising  is 


reserved  for  daily  publications 
and  Type  2  advertising  is  for 
publications  published  on  non- 
consecutive  days,  but  a  minimum 
of  three  times  a  week.  Ten  per¬ 
cent  of  the  contracts  are  set  aside 
for  outreach  advertising  to  the 
city’s  minority  populations. 

Five  members  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  put  Proposition  K  on 
the  November  ballot.  It  is  an  or¬ 
dinance  that  would  open  up  the 
bidding  process  for  the  city’s  le¬ 
gal  advertising  notices  to  addi¬ 
tional  publications  -  with  the  in¬ 
tention  of  increasing  competition 
and  lowering  taxpayer  costs. 

SF  Independent’s 
Circulation  Woes 

One  problem  the  supervisors 
have  concerning  Type  2  advertis¬ 
ing  in  the  Independent  is  over  the 
newspaper’s  distribution. 


The  newspaper,  which  cur¬ 
rently  publishes  notices  for  non- 
consecutive  daily  publications, 
drastically  cut  the  number  of 
Saturday  issues  it  was  delivering 
in  the  City,  from  about  165,000 
to  30,000.  As  a  result,  many  of 
the  city’s  legal  notices  published 
during  that  time  in  Saturday  edi¬ 
tions  were  unavailable  to  large 
segments  of  the  public. 

At  the  SF  Board  of 
Supervisor’s  Finance  Committee 
June  12  meeting,  the  three  super¬ 
visors  on  the  committee,  Tom 
Ammiano,  Aaron  Peskin  and 
Chris  Daly,  all  claimed  they  had 
not  seen  the  Saturday  edition  of 
the  paper  for  months.  Peskin  said 
the  Independent’s  circulation 
claims  were  “laughable  and 
ridiculous.” 

“It  doesn’t  meet  the  spirit  of 
the  contract,”  SF  Supervisor  Jake 


McGoldrick  said  of  the  Saturday 
distribution  changes. 

The  supervisors  were  also 
miffed  that  no  one  from  the  SF 
Independent  was  at  the  hearing  to 
speak  for  the  publication,  causing 
Ammiano  to  muse  that  they 
might  not  have  known  about  the 
hearing  because  the  notice  was 
probably  posted  in  a  Saturday 
edition  of  the  newspaper.  The 
hearing  was  postponed. 

According  to  the  last  Verified 
Audit  Circulation  audit,  the 
Independent  published  an  aver¬ 
age  of  30,115  copies  of  the 
Saturday  publication  from  July  1, 
2000  to  June  30,  2001.  Of  the  to¬ 
tal  distribution,  23,045  copies 
were  inserted  into  the  Sunday 
Examiner  for  distribution. 

The  Independent  claims  the 
terms  of  Prop.  J,  the  law  passed 
in  1994  to  govern  the  terms  for 
awarding  the  legal  advertising 
contract,  were  being  fulfilled  be¬ 
cause  the  overall  number  of 
newspapers  being  published 
weekly  exceeded  50,000.  They 
claim  the  contract  does  not  call 
for  50,000  copies  of  the  publica¬ 
tions  to  be  published  on  a  partic¬ 
ular  day,  even  for  issues  of  the 
newspaper  that  carry  the  city’s 
public  notices. 

The  Independent  publishes 
21 1,000  copies  of  its  Tuesday 
edition  and  only  500  copies  of  its 
Thursday  edition.  There  are  no 
legal  notices  in  the  Thursday  edi¬ 
tion.

A  $7.3  million  plan  to  reno¬ 
vate  the  Richmond  Branch 
Library  cleared  a  major  hurdle 
Aug.  15  when  members  of  the  SF 
Library  Commission  voted  to 
adopt  a  design  favored  by 
Richmond  District  residents. 

The  unanimous  vote  came  at 
the  end  of  a  meeting  during 
which  a  panel  of  experts  enthusi¬ 
astically  endorsed  the  plan  cho¬ 
sen  by  the  community. 

The  three-person  panel  gave 
their  impressions  of  a  design  to 
renovate  the  1915  Andrew 
Carnegie-inspired  building, 
which  will  feature  two-story 
“wings,”  or  additions,  on  the 
north  and  south  sides.  The  wings 
are  linked  on  the  10th  Avenue 
side  by  a  “Winter  Garden”  area 
that  serves  as  an  indoor-outdoor 
space. 

Two  of  the  community’s  main 
concerns  in  the  pre-design  phase 
-  preserving  the  historic  Ninth 
Avenue  entrance  with  its  main 
reading  room  and  keeping  the 
Children’s  Room  in  its  existing 
space  -  were  incorporated  into 
the  new  floor  plan. 

The  design  also  features  a 
new  teen  center  and  a  program 
room  on  the  lower  level  in  the 
new  wings.  A  new  reading  room 
and  staff  office  and  workroom 
occupy  the  floor  space  on  the  up¬ 
per  level  of  the  new  wings. 

At  the  Aug.  15  meeting,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Design  Review  Panel 
made  minor  suggestions  to  en¬ 
hance  the  project,  but  they  did 
not  change  basic  elements  of  the 
design. 

Panel  member  Hillary 
Gitelman,  deputy  director  for 
planning  at  the  Presidio,  directed 
most  of  her  comments  to  devel¬ 
opment  of  the  site.  Gitelman 
pointed  out  that  more  effective 
use  of  landscaping  could  distin¬ 
guish  the  10th  Avenue  side  of  the 
building  from  the  Ninth  Avenue 
entrance. 

“It  (the  Ninth  Avenue  en¬ 
trance)  could  be  made  more  rec¬ 
tilinear  to  distinguish  it  from  the 
front  of  the  building.  You  could 
add  45  degree  parking,”  she  said. 

Gitelman  also  suggested 
changing  a  minor  feature  of  the 
design  so  that  the  new  additions 
do  not  cover  the  arched  windows 
on  the  lower  level  of  the  main 
building.

Local  residents  say  Richmond 
already  has  too  many  antennae

The  possibility  of  having  cellular  telephone  an¬ 
tennae  installed  at  389  Ninth  Ave.  has  many 
Richmond  District  residents  angry  because  it  would 
add  to  the  more  than  2,400  cellular  antennae  that  are 
already  present  on  rooftops,  behind  billboards  and 
atop  lamp  posts  throughout  the  area. 

Although  a  final  decision  has  not  been  made,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  SF  Planning  Commission's  "lack-of- 
members  recess,"  Richmond  residents  are  primarily 
worried  about  the  potential  health  hazards  caused 
by  R.F.  (radio  frequency)  emissions. 


Doug  Loranger,  founder  of  The  San  Francisco 
Neighborhood  Antenna-Free  Union  (SNAFU),  a 
grass-roots  organization  that  seeks  to  prevent  place¬ 
ment  of  cellular  antennae  on  or  near  homes,  day  and 
health  care  centers,  schools  and  other  public  sites, 
says  the  organization  is  closely  monitoring  the  situ¬ 
ation. 

"There  has  been  a  proliferation  of  these  unsightly 
and  dangerous  antennas,  and  we  want  to  protect  our 
citizens'  health  and  the  City's  aesthetics  too,"  he 
said. 

But  cellular  telecommunications  companies,

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Washed  up  Sand  Crabs  may  signal  healthy  ocean 


El  Nino's  potential  effect  debated

Washing  up  along  Ocean 
Beach  in  August  were  large  num¬ 
bers  of  Sand  Crabs,  which 
showed  the  Pacific  Ocean  cur¬ 
rently  has  a  high  rate  of  produc¬ 
tivity.  But  with  the  Bay  Area's 
Indian  Summer  and  El  Nino  on 
the  way,  there  could  be  less 
ocean  productivity  late  in  the 
year. 

The  creature  in  abundance  on 
the  beach  in  August  was  the 
Sand,  or  Mole,  Crab  (Emerita 
Analoga),  which  San  Francisco 
State  University  marine  biologist 
Thomas  Niesen  in 
Beachcomber’s  Guide  to 
California  Marine  Life  says  is 
“the  ultimate  sandy  beach  ani¬ 


mal.” 

Niesen  said  large  numbers  of 
Sand  Crabs  were  also  seen  at 
Linda  Mar  Beach  in  Pacifica. 

“They  have  a  larval  stage  that 
lasts  two  to  three  months.  It  al¬ 
lows  them  to  get  transported  up 
and  down  the  coast  and  allows 
animals  that  were  released  in 
Oregon  or  San  Diego  to  find  their 
way  to  Ocean  Beach,”  Niesen 
said. 

“There  has  been  a  tremendous 
settlement  of  new  young.  They 
may  molt  a  couple  of  times  a 
month  if  they  are  feeding  well.” 

The  oval  shaped,  one-  to  two- 
inch  long  Sand  Crabs  live  in  the 
swash  zone,  an  area  of  the  beach 
that  is  influenced  by  onrushing 
and  returning  waves.  Their  range 


is  from  British  Columbia  to 
Mexico.  Sand  Crabs  are  filter 
feeders,  which  burrow  them¬ 
selves  in  the  sand  facing  the  on- 
rushing  surf.  Most  of  what  could 
still  be  found  on  the  beach  in 
August  was  the  molted  carapaces 
(skeletons)  of  the  creatures. 
Niesen  said  the  large  numbers  of 
Sand  Crabs  found  were  the  result 
of  the  productive  seas. 

“They  are  feeding  and  getting 
enough  energy  stores,”  said 
Niesen.  "What  you  are  seeing  on 
the  beach  are  their  molts." 

Also  to  be  found  on  the  beach 
in  August  were  dead  Bullwhip 
Kelp,  Sun  Fish,  sea  birds  and  Sea 
Lions. 

“It  always  can  surprise  you. 
That  is  why  beachcombing  never 
gets  old,”  Niesen  said. 

In  the  Fall,  ocean  waters  will 
be  less  productive  because  there 
will  be  less  upwelling  currents, 
which  bring  nutrients  up  from  the 
bottom  of  the  ocean.  The  dimin¬ 
ished  productivity  will  have  ef¬ 
fects  all  the  way  up  the  marine 
food  chain. 

“The  winds  cease.  That’s  what 
drives  the  primary  production  cy¬ 
cle,”  Niesen  said. 

Ed  Ueber,  manager  for  the 
Gulf  of  the  Farallones,  Cordell 
Bank  and  northern  parts  of  the 
Monterey  Bay  Marine 
Sanctuaries,  relayed  some  of  the 
trends  that  may  be  observed  in 


the  ocean  in  the  Fall. 

“The  water  clarity  improves 
dramatically,  which  changes  the 
feeding  dynamics  of  many  birds 
and  marine  mammals.  The 
changes  also  affect  the  behavior 
of  some  of  the  fish,”  Ueber  said. 
“There  is  not  the  same  abun¬ 
dance  (of  food)  in  the  water.” 

Whereas  you  may  be  only 
able  to  see  to  a  depth  of  five  feet 
in  the  more  productive  Spring,  in 
the  Fall  you  may  be  able  to  see 
as  deep  as  40  feet.  During  this 
time  Elephant  Seals  return  to  the 
Farallon  Islands  to  pup  and  then 
breed  and  White  Sharks  follow 
the  returning  Elephant  Seals.  As 
well,  Gray  whales  are  migrating 
north  and  Humpback  and  Blue 
whales  are  heading  south  to  the 
waters  of  South  America. 

Some  fish,  including  Ling 
Cods  and  Flatfish,  go  to  deeper 
waters  where  there  is  less  turbu¬ 
lence. 

El  Nino  Predicted 

Oceanographers  and  marine 
biologists  are  also  wondering 
about  El  Nino,  a  climactic 
change  that  will  result  in  wanner, 
and  therefore  less  productive, 
ocean  waters.  Because  of  the 
lessening  productivity,  there 
would  be  fewer  Sand  Crabs  in 
the  food  chain. 

“Everybody  is  waiting  for  El 
Nino,”  Niesen  said. 
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But  some  scientists  think  the 
affects  of  El  Nino  will  not  be  that 
great. 

“People  are  jumping  the  gun 
on  El  Nino,”  said  Bill  Patzert,  an 
oceanographer  at  the  Jet 
Propulsion  Laboratory,  who  uses 
the  Topex/Poseidon  Satellite  for 
remote  sensing  of  ocean  temper¬ 
atures. 

“It’s  nothing  like  we  saw  in 
1997,”  Patzert  said  of  the  last 
major  El  Nino  phenomenon. 

“This  is  definitely  what  I 
would  call  puny  at  this  point,”  he 
said  of  slight  raises  in  ocean  tem¬ 
peratures. 

Warming  trends  were  ob¬ 
served  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  but 
“They  all  sort  of  fizzled  before 
they  had  a  major  impact,”  Patzert 
said. 

In  other  news,  the  Gulf  of  the 
Farallones  Marine  Sanctuary  will 
be  sponsoring  an  Ocean  Fest  at 
its  office  at  Crissy  Field  at  the 
Presidio  Oct.  12.  For  more  infor¬

Local  low-income 
youth  attend 
summer  camp 

The  Salvation  Army  held  a 
picnic  in  Golden  Gate  Park  Aug. 
7  for  many  of  the  1,200  youth 
that  were  soon  packing  their  bags 
for  Camp  Redwood  Glen  in  the 
Santa  Cruz  mountains. 

The  annual  camp  send-off,  for 
mostly  low-income  urban  youth 
from  San  Francisco  and  the 
Central  Valley,  is  an  opportunity 
for  youth,  aged  seven  to  12,  to 
experience  the  outdoors  in  a  safe 
and  nurturing  environment.  The 
$192  cost  per  camper  is  covered 
by  the  Salvation  Army,  private 
contributors  and  other  service 
clubs. 

“We  organize  various  team¬ 
building  activities  for  the  chil¬ 
dren,  including  overnight  camp- 
outs  and  nature  walks,”  said  Joye 
Storey,  the  Salvation  Army’s  city 
program  administrator.  “Because 
they  are  in  unfamiliar  surround¬ 
ings,  we  also  provide  trained 
counselors  who  understand  the 
children’s  emotional  needs  and 
problems  and  can  help  them  ma¬ 
ture.” 

This  year,  21  youth  from  the 
Richmond  and  Sunset  districts 
participated  in  the  five-day 
camping  excursion.

Two  1906  earthquake  cottages 
earmarked  for  demolition

Earthquake  cottages  at  4329  and  4331  Kirkham  St.

When  Joan  Laurino  received 
notice  from  the  SF  Planning 
Department  that  the  two  cottages 
across  the  street  may  be  demol¬ 
ished,  she  initially  had  no  objec¬ 
tion. 

“I’ve  lived  here  since  1963 
and  they’ve  always  been  rented 
out.  The  back  one  didn’t  even 
have  heat  and  they’re  pretty  beat 
up,”  she  said. 

But  after  learning  that  the 
humble  edifices  are  actually 
refugee  shacks  that  sheltered 
homeless  San  Franciscans  after 
the  1906  earthquake  and  fire,  she 
changed  her  mind. 

“If  that’s  what  they  are,  then 
they’re  historical  and  shouldn’t 
be  torn  down,”  Laurino  said. 

The  Planning  Department 
may  agree  with  Laurino.  On 
August  13,  they  sent  a  letter  to 
the  owners  informing  them  that 
the  shacks  may  be  a  historic  re¬ 
source  and  subject  to  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act 
(CEQA)  review. 

Until  her  death  in  September, 
2001,  Ann  Reich  rented  out  4229 
Kirkham  St.  and  4331  Kirkham 
St.  for  more  than  35  years.  Her 
sons,  Ronald  and  Jeffrey  Reich, 
put  the  property  on  the  market 
and  in  June  they  applied  to  de¬ 
molish  the  96-year-old  cottages. 

After  the  1906  earthquake  left 
thousands  of  people  displaced 
and  living  in  tent  cities,  the  San 
Francisco  Relief  Corporation  be¬ 
gan  building  rows  of  small 
shacks  at  refugee  camps.  Union 
carpenters  erected  5,610  homes 
made  of  California  redwood  with 
fir  floors  and  cedar-shingled 
roofs  -  all  painted  a  dark  green. 

City  residents  paid  $2  a  month 
rent  for  the  simple  dwellings, 
which  cost  $  1 00  to  $  1 35  to  build. 
By  August  of  1907,  the  Relief 
Corporation  had  started  selling 
the  shacks  to  residents,  who  cart¬ 
ed  them  to  empty  lots  as  “starter” 
homes. 

Thousands  of  shacks  dotted 
the  city,  and  some  were  hauled  as 
far  as  the  Central  Valley.  Many 
owners  connected  two  or  three 
shacks  together  to  form  larger 
residences. 

That  is  the  case  on  Kirkham 
Street,  says  Jane  Cryan,  founder 
of  the  Society  for  the 
Preservation  and  Appreciation  of 
San  Francisco’s  Refugee  Shacks. 

“The  two  cottages  are  actually 
four  refugee  shacks  cobbled  to¬ 
gether-three  10-foot-by-  14-foot 
‘Type  A’  shacks  (only  500  were 
built)  and  one  bigger  ‘Type  B’ 
shack.” 

In  the  1980s,  Cryan,  fought 
well-publicized  battles  to  save 
earthquake  shacks  that  remain  in 
the  city.  In  1984  she  succeeded  in 


getting  the  Sunset  District’s  other 
remaining  refugee  shack  site,  lo¬ 
cated  at  1227  24th  Ave.,  desig¬ 
nated  an  official  San  Francisco 
landmark.  In  a  1997  survey,  she 
reported  that  of  the  5,343  shacks 
moved  from  camps,  only  19  re¬ 
mained  standing  on  10  sites. 

“If  these  go  down  it  would  be 
a  terrible  loss.  That  leaves  just  15 
shacks  grand  total  in  the  whole 
wide  world.” 

Despite  their  romantic  history, 
the  Kirkham  Street  homes  appear 
to  be  in  terrible  condition. 
Stephen  Bosserman,  who  accept¬ 
ed  “a  very  fair  settlement”  from 
the  Reichs  to  vacate  the  back  cot¬ 
tage  in  June,  says  the  buildings 
have  been  in  disrepair  for  years. 

“They’re  both  very  dilapidat¬ 
ed  and  dry-rotted.  It’s  sad  to  see 
them  go,  but  they  just  weren’t 
livable  by  the  time  Ron  and  Jerry 
inherited  them,”  Bosserman  said. 

Jane  Cryan,  the  savior  of  other 


refugee  shacks,  isn't  optimistic. 

"I  don't  think  there’s  any  hope 
of  preventing  demolition  because 
of  the  condition,  but  I  hope  the 
owners  allow  some  salvage  work 
to  save  the  windows  and  doors," 
Cryan  said.  "There’s  still  a  lot  of 
history  in  those  guys." 

Rick  Crawford,  a  planner  at 
the  Planning  Department,  says 
he’s  still  waiting  to  hear  what 
sort  of  replacement  structure  the 
owners  may  propose.  As  of 
presstime,  he  had  not  received  a 
response  to  his  letter  concerning 
the  shacks’  possible  historical 
significance. 

“We’re  in  a  holding  pattern 
right  now,”  Crawford  said.

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This  November’s  ballot  con¬ 
tains  an  unusually  large 
number  of  significant  ini¬ 
tiatives,  one  of  which  I  want  to 
address  in  this  month’s  column.  I 
hope  you  all  will  take  the  time  to 
read  and  understand  all  of  these 
measures,  as  each  one  of  them 
proposes  significant  changes  in 
city  policy. 

Along  with  four  other  supervi¬ 
sors,  I  submitted  Proposition  K 
to  the  voters  for  consideration  in 
November.  Proposition  K  is  an 
ordinance  that  will  increase  com¬ 
petition  for  the  city’s  public  no¬ 
tice  advertising  in  newspapers. 

By  increasing  competition  for  the 
bidding  on  these  contracts,  Prop 
K  promises  to  save  more  than 
$250,000  in  taxpayer  dollars 
each  year  spent  on  such  notices, 
while  also  increasing  the  number 
of  households  that  receive  notice 
of  official  meetings. 

Unfortunately,  for  the  last 
eight  years  the  city’s  bid  process 
has  been  politically  rigged  to  en¬ 
sure  that  only  one  company  has  a 
real  chance  to  win  the  contracts.

Consequently,  only 
one  newspaper,  the 
San  Francisco 
Independent,  even 
bothers  to  bid  on  the 
contract  at  this  time. 

Without  any 
meaningful  competi¬ 
tion  for  the  legal  no¬ 
tices  contract,  the  re¬ 
sult  has  been  a  steady  increase  in 
both  the  rate  and  the  total  dollars 
the  City  pays  for  advertising  each 
year. 

Since  1994,  when  this  phony 
bid  system  was  put  into  place  by 
a  ballot  measure,  the  cost  of  city 
advertising  has  tripled.  From 
1997  to  2001,  the  cost  of  official 
advertising  increased  from 
$340,000  to  more  than  $970,000. 

It  is  time  to  reform  this  system 
and  stop  the  waste  of  taxpayer 
money  that  results  from  a  lack  of 
competition  in  the  bidding  pro¬ 
cess. 

Proposition  K  will  increase 
competition  in  several  ways. 

First,  bidding  is  allowed  by  any 
newspaper  that  meets  state  law 
requirements  to  qualify  for  pub¬ 
lishing  official  advertising. 
Currently,  there  are  at  least  1 2 
newspapers  that  meet  such  re¬ 
quirements  in  San  Francisco,  in¬ 
cluding  the  SF  Independent,  the 
SF  Examiner  and  the  SF 
Chronicle.  All  of  these  newspa¬ 
pers  are  located  and  publish  in 
San  Francisco. 

With  more  bidders  competing 
for  the  contract,  the  cost  of  ad¬ 
vertising  will  be  driven  down,  al¬ 
lowing  us  to  shift  the  dollars

saved  into  crucial  programs,  such 
as  health  insurance  for  uninsured 
children. 

Second,  Prop  K  will  require 
that  all  of  the  City’s  public  notice 
requirements  be  assembled  into  a 
list  based  upon  the  required  fre¬ 
quency  of  notice  of  publication. 
Bidders  will  be  free  to  bid  on  one 
or  any  combination  of  the  notice 
categories.  Companies  also  will 
be  free  to  form  joint  ventures  to 
bid  on  these  categories. 

Smaller,  neighborhood  news¬ 
papers  will  be  able  to  form  joint 
ventures  and  bid  on  the  contract, 
thereby  providing  new  opportu¬ 


nities  for  small 
businesses.  As  a 
result  of  such 
flexibility,  the 
City  will  be  able 
to  assemble  the 
best  possible 
package  of  bids 
for  our  official 
notice  require¬ 
ments. 

Third,  Proposition  K  contin¬ 
ues  to  use  the  same  general  crite¬ 
ria  to  rank  bids  currently  em¬ 
ployed  by  the  City,  but  we  will 
be  able  to  select  from  a  broader 
range  of  bidders.  The  criteria 
ranks  bids  first  on  the  cost  of  the 
advertising  to  the  City,  then  on 
the  breadth  of  circulation  of  the 
newspaper(s),  and  finally  on  the 
cost  of  the  newspaper(s)  to  the 
general  public. 

Finally,  please  do  not  be  mis¬ 
led  by  erroneous  charges  from 
opponents  of  Proposition  K.  This 
measure  does  not  eliminate  pref¬ 


erences  for  local,  women  or  mi¬ 
nority  owned  businesses.  The 
City  Attorney  has  advised  that 
the  City’s  preferences  for  disad¬ 
vantaged  local,  minority  and 
women-owned  businesses,  under 
Section  12D  of  the  Administra¬ 
tive  Code,  will  continue  to  apply 
to  the  bid  process  for  official  ad¬ 
vertising  under  Prop.  K. 

Proposition  K  will  reform  the 
bid  process  for  the  city's  legal 
notice  advertising,  replacing  a 
politically-rigged  bid  system 
with  a  fair  and  competitive  sys¬ 
tem. 

Competition  in  the  bidding 
process  will  save  the  City  hun¬ 
dreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  that 
may  then  be  better  spent  on  cru¬ 
cial  programs  to  help  our  chil¬ 
dren  and  our  seniors. 

I  hope  you  will  join  me  in 
supporting  Proposition  K.

such  as  Cingular  Wireless,  justify 
the  increasing  number  of  anten¬ 
nae  installations  by  citing  the 
need  to  provide  competitive  ser¬ 
vice  to  its  growing  customer 
base.  In  regards  to  choosing  ar¬ 
eas  in  which  to  put  up  the  anten¬ 
nae,  a  statement  by  the  company 
says:  "Site  selection  is  not  a  ran¬ 
dom  process.  Cingular  looks  for 
existing  structures,  like  rooftops 
or  water  towers,  that  are  already

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in  place." 

Bob  Blum,  Richmond  District 
resident  and  founder  of  the  Mid- 
Richmond  Coalition,  a  newly 
formed  group  devoted  to  the  wel¬ 
fare  of  the  neighborhood,  said 
the  cellular  communications  in¬ 
dustry  is  too  powerful  and  almost 
impossible  to  challenge. 

"When  we  fought  a  case 
against  Metro  PCS  in  installing 
antennas  on  Geary  and  17th  be¬ 
fore  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
we  learned  that  bringing  up 
health  hazards  is  blocked  by  fed¬ 
eral  legislation  and  any  such  ar¬ 
guments  were  not  counted.  This 
shows  how  powerful  lobbying 
and  the  telecom  industry  is," 
Blum  said,  referring  to  the  case 
won  earlier  in  Congress. 

Blum  also  mentioned  that  in 
order  for  telecommunications 
companies  to  install  antennae  on 
public  building,  such  as  churches 
or  high  schools,  pay  is  offered  to 
the  operators  of  those  facilities. 

"The  antenna  population  will 
keep  increasing  because  of  the 
lucrative  deals  made  for  their 
presence  and  more  health  haz¬ 
ards  are  sure  to  be  cited  as  a  re¬ 
sult,"  he  said. 

Among  the  health-related 
warnings  Blum  is  referring  to  in¬ 
clude  one  issued  by  the 
California  Public  Utilities 
Commission  in  December  1993, 
which  said:  "Cellular  companies 
can  be  encouraged  to  consider  al¬ 


ternative  siting,  especially  if  pro¬ 
jected  cell  sites  are  in  close  prox¬ 
imity  to  schools  or  hospitals. 
School  and  hospital  sites  should 
be  designated  only  as  last-choice 
possibilities." 

Verizon  Wireless  issued  a 
statement  mentioning  that  all  its 
antennae  are  within  the  health 
guidelines  spelled  out  in  the 
Telecommunications.  Act  of 
1996,  and  enforced  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Federal 
Communications  Commission, 
which  is  charged  with  ensuring 
public  safety. 

Scott  Sanchez,  city  planner  re¬ 
sponsible  for  the  city's  "north¬ 
west  quadrant,"  said  all  antennae 
installed  in  San  Francisco  adhere 
to  FCC  standards. 

"When  an  application  for  a 
permit  is  filed,  test  R.F.  emis¬ 
sions  are  shown.  One  year  later, 
another  test  is  to  be  undertaken 
and  two  years  down  the  road,  yet 
another  R.F.  emission  test  is  re¬ 
quired,"  Sanchez  said. 

Considering  the  possibility  of 
companies  sharing  antennae,  in¬ 
stead  of  each  company  forming 
its  own  antennae  array,  there  are 
several  problems,  including  the 
fact  that  the  code  written  into  the 
phone  forbids  sharing.  Secondly, 
a  cellular  company  can  charge 
high  rent  to  another  company  for 
using  its  antennae,  which  is  re¬ 
flected  in  "roaming  charges"  for 
cellular  users.

Yee  Seeks  to  Reduce 
Advertising  Blight 

San  Francisco  Supervisor  Leland  Yee 
introduced  an  ordinance  at  a  Board  of 
Supervisors  meeting  in  August  which 
would  make  it  illegal  to  park  large  vehicles 
on  public  streets  for  the  purpose  of  display¬ 
ing  commercial  advertising. 

Yee  noted  that  large  vehicles  with  ad¬ 
vertisements  are  parked  in  key  parking  lots 
or  busy  commercial  areas  to  act  as  bill¬ 
boards,  without  any  permit  or  authority  to 
do  so. 

The  ordinance  is  intended  to  counteract 
the  negative  effects  of  the  growing  preva¬ 
lence  of  massive  vehicles  parked  specifi¬ 
cally  for  advertising.  The  practice  has  a 
number  of  negative  effects,  including  the 
aesthetic  blight  caused  by  the  very  pres¬ 
ence  of  these  vehicles  and  the  loss  of  other¬ 
wise  available  parking  spaces. 

The  vehicles  also  create  serious  safety 
hazards  since  they  are  large  obstructions 
for  vehicular  and  pedestrian  traffic.

A  new  sheriff  has  ridden  into 
town. 

In  mid-August,  the  Richmond 
District  received  a  new  police 
captain.  As  former  Capt.  Marsha 
Ashe  moved  on  to  work  in  the 
police  department’s  Bureau  of

Investigations,  new  Capt.  Patricia 
Jackson  stepped  in  to  take  her 
place. 

Back  in  1994,  Jackson  was  a 
lieutenant  in  the  Richmond 
District,  and  has  since  worked  in 
several  other  positions  on  the  po¬ 
lice  force  throughout  the  city,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Juvenile  Division  and 
the  Park  and  Bay  view/Hunters 
Point  districts. 

She  will  only  serve  in  the 


Richmond  District  for  about  two 
years,  she  explains,  because  at 
periodic  intervals  of  about  two 
years  the  captains  at  each  district 
are  rotated.  This  not  only  allows 
each  captain  an  opportunity  for  a 
more  well-rounded  experience 
and  understanding  of  San 
Francisco,  but  also  tends  to  rein¬ 
force  a  consistent  law-enforce¬ 
ment  agency  throughout  the  city. 

Born  and  raised  in  the  City, 
Jackson  has  a  natural  love  for 
cartography  and  can  name  and 
locate  just  about  any  street  in  San 
Francisco.  Initially  she  received 
an  Associate’s  Degree  in 
Radiology  from  City  College  of 
San  Francisco,  and  after  gradua¬ 
tion  took  employment  at  Davies 
Medical  Center  and  was  quickly 
promoted  to  a  managerial  posi¬ 
tion. 

“I  didn’t  grow  up  wanting  to 
be  a  cop,”  she  said. 

However  apt  she  was  for  the 
field  of  Radiology,  she  soon  be¬ 
came  bored  with  the  lack  of  chal¬ 
lenge  and  casually  applied  for  an 
open  position  on  the  police  force, 
motivated  mainly  by  a  dare  from 


a  close  friend.  Surprisingly, 
though,  she  received  an  offer  for 
employment  and,  without  hesita¬ 
tion,  decided  to  accept  the  posi¬ 
tion.  That  was  23  years  ago. 

More  recently,  she  has  neared 
completion  of  a  Bachelors  of 
Arts  Degree  in  Public  Business 
Management  at  Golden  Gate 
University,  which  she  describes 
as  highly  relevant  to  her  position. 

“It’s  actually  much  like  a  cor¬ 
poration  in  a  sense.  It’s  no  differ¬ 
ent  than  IBM  or  PacBell  when  it 
comes  to  administration,” 
Jackson  said. 

Her  next  goal,  as  a  self-touted 
life-long  learner,  is  a  Master’s 
Degree  in  Business  Admin¬ 
istration  from  the  University  of 
San  Francisco. 

“Most  importantly,  I’m  a  po¬ 
lice  officer,”  she  said.  “But  I’m 
also  an  administrator  and  as  an 
administrator  you  need  to  know 
about  business.” 

Jackson  also  aims  to  become  a 
youth  mentor  once  she  settles  in 
at  the  station.  In  the  past,  she  and 
her  colleagues  have  participated 
in  many  youth-oriented  pro¬

grams,  including  group  trips  to 
local  events  that  some  kids  might 
not  normally  be  able  to  attend 
(such  as  baseball  games  or  op¬ 
eras),  as  well  as  other  programs, 
such  as  a  youth  wilderness  retreat 
and  youth  days  at  the  station 
where  kids  are  given  the  opportu¬ 
nity  to  follow  an  officer  around 
over  the  course  of  a  day. 

Jackson  has  successfully 
worked  her  way  up  through  the 
force  and  today  she  is  a  firm  be¬ 
liever  in  community  policing. 

“My  doors  are  always  open  to 
the  community,”  she  said. 

Jackson  participates  in  the 
Community /Police  Forum  held  at 
the  local  station  every  month. 
Each  meeting  focuses  on  a  par¬ 
ticular  topic  for  discussion  and

allows  individuals  to  express 
their  own  comments  and  con¬ 
cerns  about  the  neighborhood. 
She  hopes  more  people  will  be¬ 
come  active  in  the  community 
and  begin  frequenting  the  meet¬ 
ings. 

When  asked  what  her  main 
concerns  were  in  the  Richmond 
District,  Jackson  replied  that  the 
area  has  an  unusually  high  rate  of 
traffic  accidents.  Although  cita¬ 
tions  are  definitely  given  for  traf¬ 
fic  violations,  Jackson  made  it 
clear  that  she  is  “not  in  the  busi¬ 
ness  of  raising  revenue  for  the 
City.”  Instead  of  citations,  she 
prefers  to  provide  positive  rein¬ 
forcements  or  deterrents,  such  as 
red-light-running  cameras. 

“When  I  give  citations  it  is 
only  to  correct  negative  driving 
habits,”  she  said. 

Another  concern  of  hers  is 
theft  from  automobiles.  She  says 
that  people  often  leave  valuables 
in  their  cars  or  place  their  valu¬ 
ables  in  their  trunk  in  broad  day¬ 
light.  As  she  explains,  anyone 
could  be  just  several  feet  away 
watching,  and  once  the  owner 
has  left,  the  potential  crook 
knows  they  have  at  least  30  min¬ 
utes  to  get  into  the  trunk  or  the 
car  before  anyone  will  be  return¬ 
ing. 

When  asked  what  she  feels 
will  help  decrease  such  theft  and 
traffic  violations  in  the  communi¬ 
ty,  she  replied,  “education,  edu¬ 
cation,  education.” 

“(The  community)  is  the  eyes 
and  the  ears  of  the  police  depart¬ 
ment.  We  can’t  be  everywhere  all 
the  time.  They’re  there  24  hours 
a  day,  seven  days  a  week  and  it 
just  takes  a  phone  call,"  she  said. 
"If  you  see  something,  call,  even 
if  you  don’t  think  it’s  all  that  im¬ 
portant."

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Letterman  Hospital's  rich  past 


Streets  named 
after  leaders 

Randolph  Delehanty 


Letterman 
Hospital,  es¬ 
tablished  to 
care  for  soldiers  re¬ 
turning  from  the 
Philippines  after  the 
Spanish- American 
War  of  1 898,  was  the 
nation’s  first  perma¬ 
nent  general  military  hospital. 

After  the  San  Francisco  earth¬ 
quake  and  fire  of  1906,  the  hospi¬ 
tal’s  staff  was  responsible  for 
sanitation  in  the  city’s  refugee 
camps.  Primarily  a  surgical  hos¬ 
pital  in  World  War  I,  Letterman 
saw  advances  in  orthopedic  ap¬ 
pliances,  including  the 
“Letterman  Leg.” 

Care  expanded  from  the  phys¬ 
ical  to  the  psychological  when 
Letterman  cared  for  shell¬ 
shocked  soldiers  returning  from 
trench  warfare  in  France.  An 
Army  School  of  Nursing  was  es¬ 
tablished  at  the  site  in  1918  and  a 
noted  Intern  Training  Program 
began  in  1924. 

Letterman  was  the  nation’s 
busiest  hospital  during  World 
War  II,  with  72,000  patients 
treated  in  1945  alone.  It  later  be¬ 
came  a  major  Army  teaching  and 
research  institution. 

Sculpture  show 
featured  at  USF 

The  University  of  San 
Francisco  hosts  its  third  annual 
free  public  sculpture  exhibition, 
opening  Monday,  Sept.  9,  on  the 
grounds  of  USF's  main  campus, 
located  at  2130  Fulton  St. 

Artist,  arts  activist,  curator 
and  USF  professor  Richard 
Kamler  will  bring  together  seven 
Bay  Area  sculptors  and  installa¬ 
tion  artists  to  explore  the  fragile 
nature  of  human  existence  in  an 
exhibit  entitled  "Breakages." 
Other  works  of  art  include 
unique  forms  made  with  rope, 
light,  glass,  stone,  porcelain,  ce¬ 
ramic  and  other  media.

Letterman  staff  also  cared  for 
soldiers  returning  from  Korea 
and  Vietnam,  and  for  military 
families  and  retirees,  until  its  clo¬ 
sure  in  1994. 

Letterman’s  Historic 
Master  Plan 

The  original  hospital  was  de¬ 
signed  by  San  Francisco  architect 
W.H.  Wilcox  and  built  between 
1899  and  1902.  It  had  a  symmet¬ 
rical  plan  with  a  central  court¬ 
yard  and  covered  six  acres.  Ten 
pavilion-style  wards,  each  hous¬ 
ing  40  beds,  were  arrayed  around 
the  courtyard  and  linked  by 
glassed-in  galleries.  The  pavilion 
design  provided  natural  light, 
ventilation  and  garden  views,  to 
all  patients. 

Letterman’s  administration 
building  was  placed  in  front  of 
the  hospital,  with  service  build¬ 
ings,  including  those  along  Edie 
and  Thornburgh  roads,  located 
behind  it.  Landscaping  and  lawns 
provided  a  comforting  atmo¬ 
sphere  for  patients  and  visitors. 

After  1 930,  many  of  the 
wooden  hospital  wards  were  re¬ 
placed  with  concrete  Mission- 
style  structures  capped  by  red  tile 
roofs.  Over  time,  additional  facil¬ 
ities  were  added  around  the  hos¬ 
pital,  creating  a  dense,  efficient 
and  visually  strong  architectural 
grouping. 

Letterman  Hospital’s  historic 
buildings  are  now  home  to  the 
Thoreau  Center  for  Sustainability 
and  house  60  non-profit  organi¬ 
zations.  Non-historic  buildings, 
including  the  Letterman  Hospital 
building  and  research  facility, 
have  been  demolished  in  prepa¬ 
ration  for  a  new  Letterman 
Digital  Arts  Center,  which  will 


be  located  at  the  east 
side  of  the  Letterman 
District.  To  the  west, 
plans  call  for  the 
restoration  of  the 
Tennessee  Hollow  ri¬ 
parian  corridor  to  cre¬ 
ate  an  ecological  cor¬ 
ridor  leading  to  Crissy 

Marsh. 

Along  Gorgas  Avenue,  to¬ 
wards  the  bay  north  of  the 
Thornburgh  Road  group,  is  a  row 
of  seven  one-story,  wood-frame 
warehouses  with  loading  docks. 
Most  of  these  were  built  in  1919 
when  this  corner  of  the  post  be¬ 
came  a  major  supply  depot  with 
rail  connections  to  the  piers  at 
Fort  Mason  and  the 
Embarcadero. 

Letterman  Inspired 
Street  Names 

Street  names  at  the  Presidio 
read  like  a  history  of  the  old  post. 

Edie  Road  was  named  for  Col. 
Guy  L.  Edie  who  was  the  com¬ 
manding  officer  at  Letterman 
Hospital  during  World  War  I. 

Kendall  Road  was  named  for 
Maj.  William  P.  Kendall,  the 
commanding  officer  at  Letterman 
Hospital  from  1901  to  1904. 
During  his  administration  the 
original  hospital  was  built. 

Thornburgh  Road  was  named 
for  Col.  Robert  M.  Thornburgh, 
the  commanding  officer  of 
Letterman  in  1919.  He  served  in 
the  Philippines,  Mexico  and 
France. 

Gorgas  Avenue  was  named 
for  Col.  William  Gorgas,  the 
chief  sanitary  officer  of  the 
Panama  Canal  Commission  from 
1904  to  1913.  Through  mosquito 
control,  he  suppressed  yellow 
fever  and  made  the  canal’s  com¬ 
pletion  possible. 

The  Thornburgh  area  is  rich 
with  history  and  tradition.  The 
stage  is  now  set  for  creating  a 
bright  future  for  this  district  of 
the  Presidio.

Supervisors  put  legal  ads  on  ballot

Independent  resumed  publishing 
Saturday  editions  for  distribution 
separate  from  the  Examiner.  The 
publication  claims  in  a  written 
declaration  to  the  SF  Purchaser’s 
Department  that  it  upped  its  cir¬ 
culation  to  150,775  on  April  13, 
2002,  of  which  143,475  copies 
are  home  delivered. 

As  a  result  of  the  circulation 
discrepancies  and  updated  audit 
reports  being  available,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  has  re¬ 
quested  an  independent  audit 
from  City  Controller  Ed 
Harrington  to  verify  the 
Independent’s  distribution  num¬ 
bers.  As  well,  the  supervisors 
only  granted  the  Independent  a 
six-month  contract,  on  a  month- 
to-month  basis,  while  they  moni¬ 
tor  the  situation. 

Cost  of  Advertising 
Increases 

After  Prop.  J  passed  in  1994, 
the  Independent  has  been  the 
only  publication  to  win  the  con¬ 
tract  for  Type  2  advertising.  The 
Independent  was  awarded  the 
contract  in  1995  and  1996  de¬ 
spite  having  higher  bids  than  the 
SF  Chronicle  and  Examiner.  The 
Chronicle  and  the  Examiner  did 
not  submit  bids  after  1996,  mak¬ 
ing  the  Independent  the  sole 
source  for  the  contract. 

In  1991,  the  Independent  bid 
$2.65  per  line  to  publish  legal 
ads,  a  price  that  increased  signifi¬ 
cantly  by  2000,  when  the  publi¬ 
cation  bid  $4.78  per  line.  In  2001 
and  2002,  the  price  per  line  bid 
was  reduced  to  $3.98. 

The  City’s  total  cost  for  Type 
2  legal  advertising  climbed  from 
$230,103  in  1994,' when  the 
Hearst-Corporati  on- owned 
Examiner  last  had  the  contract,  to 
$1.1  million  in  1998. 

In  order  to  help  lower  the  cur¬ 
rent  costs  for  legal  ads,  the  city’s 
purchasing  department  has  been 
working  to  lower  the  cost  of 
legal  advertising  by  rewriting 
many  of  the  ads  with  less  text. 

According  to  the  California 
Newspaper  Service  Bureau,  the 
City  paid  $466,446  to  the 
Independent  for  posting  Type  2 
legal  notices  in  the  2001-2002 
fiscal  year.  And  despite  the  cost 
per  line  remaining  the  same  for 
the  2002-2003  fiscal  year,  the  to¬ 
tal  cost  for  Type  2  advertising  is 


expected  to  drop,  to  about 
$400,000. 

SF  Examiner  Bid 
Rejected 

After  the  Fang  family  took 
over  the  Examiner  from  the 
Hearst  Corporation  in  November 
2000,  the  newspaper  attempted  to 
win  the  advertising  contract  for 
Type  1  legal  advertising. 

But  the  purchaser’s  depart¬ 
ment  declared  the  publication  out 
of  compliance  with  city  law.  The 
Examiner  was  ruled  ineligible 
because  it  is  not  printed  in  San 
Francisco  and  because  it  is  not  in 
compliance  with  the  city’s  “do¬ 
mestic  partners”  ordinance. 

On  Jan.  2,  2001,  Bob  Haddad, 
the  vice  president  for  circulation 
at  the  Examiner,  sent  a  letter  to 
the  purchaser’s  department  say¬ 
ing:  “The  San  Francisco 
Examiner  is  not  printed  in  the 
city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
nor  does  it  have  plans  to  begin 
such  printing  in  the  foreseeable 
future.”  The  letter  sent  up  a  red 
flag  at  the  purchaser’s  depart¬ 
ment. 

Assistant  Director  of 
Purchasing  Michael  Ward  re¬ 
quested  an  opinion  from  the  City 
Attorney’s  office  to  clarify  the 
situation. 

“The  Examiner  cannot  contin¬ 
ue  to  be  the  official  newspaper  if 
it  doesn’t  publish  in  San 
Francisco.  There  is  no  way  to  get 
around  this,  unless  the  board  (of 
supervisors)  wants  to  amend  the 
law,”  the  city  attorney’s  office  re¬ 
sponded. 

The  Examiner  now  says  it 
does  comply  with  city  require¬ 
ments  because  five  percent  of  the 
publication,  including  the  TV 
Examiner,  “X  Files”  and 
“Wheels”  sections  of  the  news¬ 
paper,  are  printed  in  the  City.  As 
well,  Wayne  Wash,  advertising 
projects  manager  at  the 
Examiner,  now  says  the 
Examiner  plans  to  print  the  entire 
publication  in  the  City  as  of  Dec. 
2,  2002. 

According  to  McGoldrick,  the 
Examiner’s  claim  that  printing 
five  percent  of  the  Examiner  in 
the  City  amounts  to  compliance 
with  the  terms  of  the  contract  is  a 
“cynical  ploy.” 

Currently,  the  purchaser’s  de¬ 
partment  has  extended  the  Type  1 
advertising  contract  previously 
held  by  the  Chronicle,  on  a

month-to-month  basis,  even 
though  the  newspaper  did  not  bid 
for  the  city’s  business  this  year. 

In  2000,  the  last  year  the 
Hearst-owned  Examiner  had  the 
contract,  the  city  was  paying 
$3.46  per  line  for  Type  1  legal 
advertising.  The  next  year,  the 
Fang-family-owned  Examiner 
bid  $5.75  per  line  even  though 
circulation  dropped. 

Currently,  the  city  is  paying 
the  Chronicle  $8.85  per  line  as 
the  only  qualifying  newspaper. 
The  greater  price  is  based  on  the 
Chronicle’s  500,000-plus  daily 
circulation  versus  the  Examiner’s 
50,000  daily  circulation. 

The  total  city  expenditure  for 
the  Type  1  advertising  contract 
this  year  is  estimated  to  be  about 
$30,000. 

Prop.  K  Would  Revise 

Public  Notices  Law 

Sponsored  by  McGoldrick, 
Proposition  K  was  put  on  the 
Nov.  5  ballot  by  McGoldrick  and 
supervisors  Peskin,  Ammiano, 
Daly  and  Matt  Gonzalez. 

According  to  McGoldrick,  the 
supervisors  are  re-evaluating  the 
city’s  legal  advertising  needs  and 
Prop.  K  is  a  plan  to  modify  the 
bidding  process  for  the  city’s  le¬ 
gal  advertising. 

“It’s  time  we  put  competition 
back  into  our  bid  process  for  offi¬ 
cial  advertising,”  he  said. 

Prop.  K  would  retain  outreach 
advertising  for  specific  minority 
populations  and  would  change

the  formula  for  awarding  the 
contract  to  eliminate  considera¬ 
tion  for  women-  and  minority- 
owned  publications.  Instead, 
Prop.  K  would  award  the  con¬ 
tract  based  on  advertising  cost, 
circulation  and  cost  of  the  publi¬ 
cation  to  the  public. 

The  current  guidelines  for 
awarding  the  city’s  legal  adver¬ 
tising  contract  are  governed  by 
Proposition  J,  passed  by  San 
Francisco  voters  in  1994.  Many 
of  the  city’s  public  officials  were 
behind  the  effort,  including 
Fang-family  friend  Jack  Davis  - 
the  political  consultant  who 
helped  elect  Mayor  Frank  Jordan 
and  Mayor  Willie  Brown  -  who 
helped  run  the  campaign  for  free. 

Prop.  J  is  based  on  a  point 
system  that  recognizes  minority 
and  women-owned  businesses 
and  rewards  publications  that  are 
widely  distributed  for  free,  ver¬ 
sus  those  that  cost  money  to  pur¬ 
chase. 

Owned  by  a  Chinese  woman, 
Florence  Fang,  the  Independent 
is  a  free  publication. 

Fang  has  her  two  sons,  James 
and  Douglas,  and  a  daughter-in- 
law,  Angela,  helping  run  the  fam¬ 
ily’s  newspapers,  which  include  a 
number  of  publications  in  San 
Mateo  County.  A  third  son,  Ted, 
was  fired  by  Fang  over  a  policy 
disagreement  at  the  Examiner. 

Another  Fang-family-owned 
publication,  Asian  Week,  is  an 
official  outreach  publication  un¬ 
der  Prop.  J.  Asian  Week  gets  all 
public  notices  deemed  outreach 
for  the  Chinese  community,  a 
contract  worth  about  $9,000  a 
year. 

As  a  result  of  Prop.  J’s  pas¬ 
sage,  the  Independent  has  been 
awarded  the  Type  2  legal  adver¬ 
tising  contract  since  1995.  There 
has  not  been  any  competition  for 
the  city's  business  for  the  past  six 
years.

Hobstetter,  a  nationally  recog¬ 
nized  architect  with  K.M.D.,  said 
moving  the  wings  slightly  to  the 
left  would  allow  the  windows  to 
be  exposed  and  solve  the  prob¬ 
lem.

Buying  a 
property 
'as  is' 

John  M.  Lee 


In  today’s  real  es¬ 
tate  market,  most 
sellers  are  still 
able  to  sell  their 
properties  “as  is.” 

What  exactly  does 
that  mean  and  what 
are  the  ramifications 
for  buyers  and  sell¬ 
ers?  Is  it  a  good  idea? 

These  are  some  of  the  questions 
we  will  explore  this  month. 

Even  with  the  slight  slowdown 
in  the  summer  real  estate  market, 
there  are  still  multiple  bids  on 
many  properties,  causing  some 
buyers  to  submit  “as  is”  offers  to 
sellers  so  they  can  have  an  advan¬ 
tage  over  other  bidders. 

When  a  property  is  sold  “as  is,” 
it  usually  means  that  the  seller  will 
not  warrant  the  condition  of  the 
property.  The  buyers  buy  the  prop¬ 
erties  in  its  current  condition,  and 
take  responsibility  for  correcting 
any  and  all  defects. 

Some  properties  are  sold  “as 
is”  because  the  seller  acquired  the 
property  through  adverse  condi¬ 
tions,  such  as  a  probate  or  foreclo¬ 
sure  sale.  In  these  cases,  the  seller 
might  not  have  any  knowledge 
about  the  condition  of  the  proper¬ 
ty,  and  thus  cannot  disclose  much, 
causing  the  property  to  be  sold  in 
“as  is”  condition. 

In  the  past,  buying  an  “as  is” 
property  meant  purchasing  it  in  its 
current  condition,  without  the  ben¬ 
efits  of  any  inspections.  Even  as 
recently  as  15  years  ago,  many 
houses  were  purchased  without  in¬ 
spections.  However,  a  contractor 
and  a  pest  control  inspection  are 
commonplace  in  today’s  real  es¬ 
tate  transactions. 

As  a  real  estate  professional,  I 
would  never  recommend  buying  a 
property  without  inspections  to 
anyone,  except  if  the  buyer  is  very 
sophisticated  or  intends  to  tear  the 
building  down. 

Instead,  if  the  buyer  is  willing 
to  purchase  the  property  in  its  pre¬ 
sent  condition,  I  would  recom¬ 
mend  subjecting  it  to  inspections.  I 
have  seen  many  hidden  defects  in 
homes  that  looked  perfectly  fine. 
Paying  for  an  inspection  is  "cheap 
insurance"  for  such  a  large  invest¬ 
ment. 

I  would  advise  the  buyer  that  if 
the  seller  rejects  his  offer  because 
someone  else  is  willing  to  buy  it 
without  the  benefits  of  inspections, 
so  be  it,  because  there  is  always  a 
bigger  fool  out  there  and  it  might 
not  be  in  the  buyer’s  best  interest 
to  purchase  in  this  manner. 
Alternatively,  on  a  probate  or 


foreclosure  sale,  where  offers  must 
be  for  the  property  in  “as  is”  con¬ 
dition,  with  no  inspection  contin¬ 
gencies,  1  would  recommend  that 
buyers  obtain  their  inspections  up 
front  before  an  offer  is  prepared. 
Even  though  it  will  cost  them  sev¬ 
eral  hundred  dollars,  considering 
the  investment  the  expense  in¬ 
volved  is  miniscule. 

From  a  seller’s  standpoint,  I 
would  advise  allowing  full  inspec¬ 
tions  to  potential  buyers.  If  a  seller 
does  not  allow  inspections,  and 
problems  are  discovered  after  the 
close  of  escrow,  the  buyer  can  al¬ 
ways  come  back  and  sue  the  seller 
for  non-disclosure  and  for  not  al¬ 
lowing  the  buyer  to  perform  in¬ 
spections. 

Had  the  seller  allowed  the  buy¬ 
er  to  obtain  inspections,  the  de¬ 
fects  could  have  been  discovered 
and  they  would  not  have  material¬ 
ly  affected  the  value  of  the  proper¬ 
ty.  Also,  by  allowing  inspections, 
the  seller  has  shifted  some  of  that 
liability  for  the  defects  to  the  buy¬ 
er  and  his  inspectors.

ment,  sellers  many 
times  will  spend  the 
money  to  hire  a  termite 
inspector  and  a  con¬ 
tractor  to  inspect  the 
property  prior  to 
putting  it  on  the  mar¬ 
ket.  This  is  a  prudent 
move  as  most,  if  not 
all,  defects  will  be  dis¬ 
closed  up  front  and  buyers  can 
then  make  an  intelligent  decision 
on  what  the  property  is  worth  and 
if  they  are  willing  to  tackle  the  re¬ 
pair  work  after  the  close  of  escrow 
if  they  were  to  purchase  it  “as  is.” 

Also,  up  front  inspections  will 
eliminate  the  second  round  of  ne¬ 
gotiations  that  inevitably  occurs  if 
the  inspections  are  performed  after 
offers  are  accepted  and  damages 
are  found. 

In  this  litigious  society,  both 
buyers  and  sellers  cannot  be  too 
careful  and  should  take  every  pre¬ 
caution  possible  to  minimize  any 
surprises  that  can  occur  after  the 
close  of  escrow.  Buying  properties 
“as  is”  without  the  benefits  of  any 
professional  inspections  can  in¬ 
crease  the  possibility  of  problems 
for  both  buyers  and  sellers.

day  so  far  on  Feb.  24,  2000.  On 
that  day,  seven  million  people 
left  their  800,000  vehicles  at 
home  and  took  to  their  feet,  bicy¬ 
cles  and  buses  to  get  around. 
They  then  voted  overwhelmingly 
to  have  many  more  vehicle-free 
days. 

San  Francisco’s  first  official 
car-free  day  will  start  small. 
Though  it  takes  place  within  two 
weeks  of  international  car-free 
events  (from  Sept.  13  through 
Sept.  27),  only  Montgomery 
Street,  the  Wall  Street  of  the 
west,  will  be  closed  from 
California  to  Market,  between  10 
a.m.  and  2  p.m.  During  those 
hours,  the  open  street  will  be 
used  for  a  transportation  fair. 
People  who  do  not  work  in  the 
Financial  District  can  participate 
in  car-free  day  by  challenging 
themselves  to  be  car-free  for  the 


day. 

Organizers  of  our  first  car-free 
day  have  settled  on  three  goals 
for  the  first  year: 

1)  have  a  successful  first  year; 

2)  expose  people  to  the  bene¬ 
fits  of  being  car-free; 

3)  begin  to  change  long-term 
transportation  behavior  so  cars 
are  seen  as  less  and  less  neces¬ 
sary. 

In  the  larger  world,  threatened 
by  global  warming  and  geopoliti¬ 
cal  instability  due  to  the  hunger 
for  oil,  it  makes  sense  to  work  to¬ 
wards  a  revolution  in  transporta¬ 
tion  behavior.  In  the  small  world 
of  San  Francisco  where  our  pop¬ 
ulation  is  only  likely  to  grow  but 
our  physical  size  will  not,  it 
makes  an  equal  amount  of  sense 
to  begin  devoting  more  space  to 
housing  and  not  cars.

San  Francisco  has  a  world- 
class  recycling  program 
and  pioneers  ways  to  take 
care  of  potentially  hazardous 
household  discards,  like  automo¬ 
bile  oil,  latex  paint,  solvents  and 
cleaners. 

Our  “Fantastic  Three”  three- 
cart  curbside  recycling  program, 
which  we’re  rolling  out  across 
the  City,  has  increased  recycling 
by  an  average  of  90  percent  on 
each  new  route.  We  also  have 
folks  that  will  come  right  to  your 
home  to  pick  up  toxic  household 
products.  The  service  is  free  for 
common  items,  like  latex  paint 
and  automotive  oil,  but  for  clean¬ 
ing  products,  pesticides,  oil- 
based  paint  and  other  items, 
there’s  a  small  charge. 

However,  at  SF  Environment 
we  want  all  San  Franciscans  to 
have  access  to  these  programs, 
and  we  won’t  let  income,  age  or 
health  get  in  the  way. 


That’s  why  we  work 
with  Sunset  Scavenger  and 
Golden  Gate  Disposal  to 
offer  deep  discounts  for  re¬ 
cycling  and  garbage  collec¬ 
tion  to  low-income  resi¬ 
dents.  And  when  it  comes 
to  senior  citizens  and  the 
housebound,  we  will  pick 
up  all  types  of  hazardous  waste 
materials  for  free. 

Lifeline  rates  for 
recycling  services 

In  San  Francisco,  low-income 
households  may  be  eligible  for  a 
25  percent  discount  on  basic  col¬ 
lection  services. 

The  discounted,  or  “Lifeline” 
rates,  are  based  on  once-a-week 
collection,  the  standard  residen¬ 
tial  service.  The  Lifeline  rates  for 
garbage  are  $  1 2.37  a  month  for 
households  using  a  32-gallon  can 
and  $9.52  per  month  for  house¬ 
holds  currently  using  a  20-gallon 


can.  All  households  receive  the 
same  the  same  high-quality 
garbage  and  recycling  collection 
service  regardless  of  the  rate  they 
pay. 

If  you  already  participate  in 
PG&E’s  CARE  program  for  re¬ 
duced  gas  and  electricity  rates, 
you  will  qualify  for  Lifeline 
garbage  and  recycling  rates. 
Generally,  if  your  household’s 
gross  annual  income  is  under 
$19,000  for  an  individual  or  cou¬ 
ple,  or  $27,000  for  a  family  of 
four,  you  can  take  advantage  of 
Lifeline.

If 
you  have  leftover  latex  paint, 
used  motor  oil,  pesticides  or 
household  cleaners  lying  around, 
you  can  get  rid  of  them  through 
the  City’s  household  hazardous 
waste  collection  program.  There 
is  a  limit  of  1 5  gallons  that  can
